“ I ’ll believe it when we see all the people 
dancing in the streets,” she said “ I'm 
going to go home tonight, get down on my 
knees and thank the Good Lord and then 
cry for two hours.” 
( arol Monlux of Tulsa, wife of Air Force 
( apt Harold D Monlux. who has been a 
POW for six years, recalled she had been

I don t believe it, she said “ I have had 
reactions for years, and when the real one

New grain sale to China 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I » 
—President 
Nixon 
today 
announced 
another 
gram 
sale to China — 300.000 tons 
of corn —and pledged “ a 
full, fair share” of the 
nation's prosperity for the 
American farmer 
Nixon revealed the corn 
sale in the fifth of a series of 
paid 
political 
radio 
broadcasts. He said the sale 
—amounting to about $10 
million dollars —was signed 
within the last few days. 
The corn deal, 12 million 
bushels, was tiny compared 
to the gram sales to Russia 
—250 to 288 million bushels 
of corn, wheat and soybeans 
worth a billion dollars. The 
only previously announced 
grain sale to China was for 
15 million bushels of wheat 
worth around $25 million 


Nixon said the grain sales 
to China “ only scratch the 
surface 
of 
an 
immense 
trade potential between our 
two countries.” 
He also told his audience 
that the sale of feed grains 
to the Soviet Union —the 
biggest 
peace 
time 
transaction of its kind in 
history — “ holds enormous 
benefits for all Americans” 
and will raise crop value for 
America s farmers by a 
billion 
dollars 
in

alone ” 


Nixon 
said 
'helping 
farmers to do better had 
been one of the major 
commitments”

administration But he said 
the farmer is still falling 
behind in personal income

The French came here in 1635, and except for brief 
periods of British occupation, it has remained in their 
hands All activity in Fort-de-France stops at noon for the

Tour members of the cruise-fly Holiday may visit the two 
museums near Fort-de France. One is the Museum of 
Empress Josephine, which contains letters and mementos 
pertaining to her. and some letters from Napoleon The 
other is the Museum of Mont Pelee in Sainte Pierre.

Controversy over new 
welfare computer form

- If 
the old 
woman who lived in a shoe applies for 
welfare in California this week, she will 
have to complete a 19-page, computer- 
coded form so detailed that she may not 
know what to do. 
At least that’s what critics of the new 
form say. 
But state Social Welfare Director Robert 
B Carleson said the form has received 
“ unbelievable rave notices’’ in a pilot 
project in Napa County. 
This particular form, very’ frankly, is 
one that we re very proud of,” Carleson 
declared. 
“ I t ’s 
monstrous.’ ’ 
countered 
Assemblyman 
John 
Burton, 
D-San 
Francisco. 
“ Ana 
it’s a typical 
way 
bureacrats try to hassle common citizens 
by overwhelming them with paper and 
complicated forms.” 
Carleson ordered the state’s 58 counties 
to begin using the form Monday to screen 
applicants 
for 
aid 
to 
families 
with 
Dependent Children i AFDC). 
When the state’s more than 400.000 
AFDC 
cases 
come 
up 
for 
periodic 
reprocessing, they too will be required to 
fill out the new application It is optional in 
other welfare cases. 
The Department of Social Welfare said 
the new document consolidates nine forms 
totalling 23 pages into a single. 19-page 
form. 
If the computer coding were 
removed, the form would be only 15 pages 
long. 
And in some counties, the department 
said, 
additional 
local 
forms can be 
eliminated by use of the form which is 
designed to be filled out with the assistance 
of a social worker. 
In addition to the routine questions, the 
form asks welfare applicants for a physical 
description of an absent father right down 
to his distinguishing scars and tattoos and 
for the price and purchase date of any 
power lawn mowers, guitars or golf clubs 
they own 
The purpose of these questions, the 
department said, is to help the state track 
down 
runaway 
fathers who are not 
supporting their children and to more 
accurately determine the financial status 
of potential welfare recipients 
To Carleson. the Napa County pilot 
project has proved the value of the form. 
The county’s welfare director, Kenneth 
P. Hotelling, reported to Carleson that 
social workers believe the new form 
simplifies processing and saves time 


It eliminated many repeated office 
visits by the client i recipient > and the 
necessity of the eligibility worker to tele­ 
phone 
the 
client 
for 
additional 
information.’ one worker was quoted as 
saying 
Despite the Napa County "rave notices,” 
the San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
has asked Carleson to suspend use of the 
form until its "full fiscal implications” are 
known 
A resolution adopted by the board stated 
the form will "seriously hinder” the ability 
of San Francisco to process applicants and 
could mean greater costs 
Ronald Born. San Francisco s weltare 
director, said the form "looks complex and 
confusing particularly with the coding stuff 
on the side ” 
He said he would prefer to see the 
computer coding deleted from the form, 
contending it takes more time to fill out 
than its nine predecessors 
But Born and other count) welfare 
officials 
acknowledge 
that 
practically 
every question on the form is needed to 
determine eligibility 
In Los Angeles, which has the largest 
number of welfare recipients of anv county 
in the state, an official declared the new 
application will not replace 23 pages of 
other forms 
"We haven t been able to find those 23 
pages, 
said Fred Gustafson 
program 
chief for AFDC eligibility and grant 
determination in Los Angeles 
Gustafson estimated that use of the new 
form will add nine or 10 pages to those 
already required to be completed He noted 
that in some cases the county uses local 
forms instead ot state documents 
But he said in smaller counties which use 
more state forms, the belief that the new 
form will save paper work "may be true ” 
Although Gustafson said the form takes 
about an hour to 2 1-2 hours for an applicant 
to complete, he declared it would save 
workers time in Los Angeles because it can 
be filled out by eight to 10 appln ants in a 
group session, assisted by two social 
workers

remain 
adamantly opposed to the new form, 
agreeing with David C’rippen, executive 
director of Social Services Fnion Local 535

Fog control system 
tested at Vandenberg 


Ever miss a plane connection because 
the local fog delayed your arrival in L.A.? 
Air Force scientists are trying to do 
something about the fog and literally 
“ turned on the gas under the pea soup 
during recent tests here 
An Air Force Systems Command team 
experimented last summer with a Thermal 
Fog Dissipation System developed by the 
Air 
Force 
Cambridge 
Research 
Laboratories i AFCRL), Bedford. Mass 
Field test director Bernard A Silverman 
of A FCRL’s Meteorology Laboratory says. 
“ These 
experiments 
could 
ultimately 
result in a system that is greatly beneficial 
to both military and general aviations 
operational capabilities 
Core of the system is a controlled 
merging of heat plumes generated by the 
burning of propane gas Engineered from a 
meteorological as well as a heat system 
standpoint, this technique for clearing of 
fog-shrouded runways offers promise of 
being virtually pollutant free with minimal 
noise and turbulence problems 
Silverman, chief of AFCRL'S Stratiform 
Cloud Physics Branch, explained the fog 
clearing method this way 
“ We place point sources of heat around 
the outside of the airfield's runways When 


fog has enveolped the field, the system is 


activated The heat released causes the air 
temperatures to rise and this evaporates 
the fog droplets " 
The pilot scale configuration in test has 
rows of burners which would eventually be 
installed along the runway 
Each unit 
varies as to its spacing and its burn 
intensity Wind speed and wind direction 
are the dictating factors as to how many 
burners will be operating at any given 
time, as well as the amount of heat 
required for maintaining a clearing to 
permit aircraft landings and takeoffs 
Yandenberg's small pilot system had a 
capability for clearing fogged areas 400 
feet long and 200 feet high The task of the 
AFCRL 
reserarcher 
basically 
is 
to 
prescribe the amount of heat needed tor 
fog clearing and to determine when and 
under what conditions this will occur 
The Vandenberg tests were designed to 
solve 
the 
meteorological 
engineering 
problem of how the heat plumes move 
interact, and merge 


Silverman 
noted 
that 
today s 
increasingly heavy amounts of air traffic 
around terminals, coupled with the high 
costs 
of 
delays, 
diversions, 
and 
postponements, now make a fog dissipation 
system such as this economically feasible
